LALAS, Texas, May 29.— The tw'o 
million acres of Texas land sown 
in w'heat last autumn are expected 
to produce a crop of 40,000,000 
bushels, five times larger than any 
previous Texas wheat xrop.

Texas growers, guaranteed a price 
of $2.28 a bushel, figure a total 
return of $91,000,000 in round fig­ 
ures, with a $10,000,000 reduction 
as the approximate cost of produc­ 
tion.

TREATY OF PARIS. 1763. 


A Peace That Paved the W ay for the American Revolution. 


On February IO. ITES, there waft 
limned one of the most momentous 
treaties ever concluded In the history 
it the world; for it not onlyTdeclded 
whether the Latin or the Anglo-Saxon 
race should 
be supreme in 
North 
America, 
not 
only deposed 
France 
from her position of a colonial power 
pf the first rauk. but it ended a war 
%•, hi ch hod taught the American col­ 
onies to think, net and feel for them­ 
selves in terms of distinctive national­ 
ity, had laid the foundations for the 
American Revolution and developed 
tho genius of George Washington. 
Unlike the other wars which had 
disturbed the American colonies and 
railed upon the colonists to shed their 
blood In backing up some European 
quarrel in which thej* had no intern 
i st. this war was begun in the Arnett 
lean wilds over American questions, 
and Its main theater of action was 
American soil. 
It is known In Amer­ 
ica as the French and Indian war. 
French and English Quarrel. 
Scarcely was the ink dried on the 
Treaty of Alx-la-Chapelle when the 
French and English began to quarrel 
tver the boundaries of that indefinite 
region of “Arcadia.” which had been 
ceded to England by the Treaty of 
Utrecht On the Ohio a land company 
claimed under a charter from George 
n vast stretches of land which the 
French claimed lay In French terri­ 
tory. 
The governor of Canada sent 
a military force from Montreal to 
drive out the English settlers and es­ 
tablish posts. 
The governor of Vir­ 
ginia decided to send a “person of dis­ 
tinction” to Inquire Into this, and se­ 
lected George Washington, then twen­ 
ty-one years of age. The French com­ 
mandant declared he would hold his 
ground. 
The next spring Washington went 
out with an expedition to build a fort 
ct the junction of the Allegheny and 
Monongahela 
rivers 
where 
now is 
Pittsburgh. 
Reaching 
the 
Great 
Meadows he learned of the approach 
of a French force and attacked it. 


Lining and taking prisoners almost 
tlie 
entire 
party. 
Tile 
ball 
was 
opened and Washington had opened it. 
It Is not necessary to go over the 
history of the French and Indian war 
which was closed by the treaty of 
Paris nine years later. 
Every school­ 
boy knows of Brnddook’s defeat and 
Wolfs victory. 
Washington, as an 
officer of the Virginia militia and as 
ald to Braddock, learned the art of 
war by experience and 
so distin­ 
guished himself that his name waft 
known In Europe. Quebec fell in Sep­ 
tember of 1790, Montreal surrendered 
in ITOH, and Canada 
fell 
Into the 
j*ower of the English. 
Spain joined 
France in 17dl and a British fleet and 
army, to which New York and New 
England contributed, captured Havana 
the next year. 
The commerce of 
France was almost swept from the 
seas by British cruisers and 
Spain 
was not able to carry on her com­ 
merce with her American colonies. 
British Proposed Peace. 
The 
British 
proposed 
a 
peace. 
Their terras were hard but Cholsuel. 
the French minister, said: “What can 
we do? 
The English are drunk with 
success and we are not In a condition 
to abase their pride/* 
Preliminaries were signed at Paris 
on 
November 
3 
and 
a 
definite 
treaty on February IO the next year. 
To England was ceded, besides Islands 
in the West Indies. Canada. Louisiana 
as far west as the Mississippi, but ex­ 
cluding New Orleans ami the terri­ 
tory immediately around it. New Or­ 
leans and Louisiana west of the Mis­ 
sissippi France gave to Spain for her 
n'd. 
Of all her North American pos­ 
sessions France retained only the lit­ 
tle islands of Miquelon and St. Pierre 
pud a right in the fisheries. 
Havana 
was given up to Spain by England in 
leturn for Florida. 
Qutzot says: 
“The humiliation was 
deep, the loss irreparable. 
But the 
hour was coming for that supreme 
struggle which should give to the 
world the United States of America.”
